Mob Resists the Police. 
The first. riot was at Forty-first street. 
Here the track had been blockaded with huge 
stones and iron rails. The nonunion men 
who manned the cars, under the direction of 
Supervisor Stewart, went ahead to remove 
the obstruction. A shower of bricks thrown 
from behind a billboard drove them back to 
the cars. Capt. Shippy and Inspector Lavin 
headed a charge against seventy-five men 


who had taken refuge behind the billboard. 


Instead of fleeing the rioters met the po- 
lice with another volley of missles, and Capt. 
-Shippy and the inspector were struck. In- 
Spector Lavin then gave an order to fire on 
the rioters.. The police almed over the heads 
of the rioters, who fied, and only the police- 
men etruck by stones were injured.

LESSON NO. 104.—The Relation of the Home 


HE two great institutions which con- 
' tribute most to the life of the child are 


the home and the school, and in these | 


institutions the greatest influences for 

good or evil are respectively the moth- 
er and the teacher. The best results educa- 
tionally can only be obtained by the intel- 
ligent codperation of the home and school— 
the mother and the teacher. Therefore, the 
most important study for both is the study 
of the child. 

It is gratifying to feel that the zest for 
child study is taking the precedent of all 
other studies in our educational circles. Our 
teachers meet in institutes and associations 
many times during the year to discuss the 
child*and his welfaré. Yet with all this, the 
persons most closely concerned with the 
education of ohildren—to wit: the parents— 
are strangely apathetic. The greatest ob- 
stacle today to educational progress is this 
apathy and indifference on the part of the 
parents. Many a mother’ who would die for 
her child will not and cannot be made to 


think of.that child’s nature—to. 
ludy the child and use all possible means at 


hand for that study. There is a popular 
prejudice against the scientific 
training of the child—a feeling that the 


mother, however young and inexperienced 


she may be, receives intuitively the love and 
wisdom necessary for its care and training. 

These mothers are like the one who was 
feeding her 8 months old infant a herring; 
some one who knew more about nourishing 
children remonstrated with her and she re- 
plied angrily: ‘* Don't tell me how to bring 
up children, haven't I buried ten!" 


+ 
As related to the child in the school, there 
are three classes of mothers—first the one 


who goes with her child to school and leaves 


him there with a smile serene and peaceful, 
never to return unless it is a question of pro- 
motion or discipline. Then there is trouble. 

Another mother takes the child to school 
and stays with him to act as his interpreter, 
because, forsooth, her child is so different 


from other children she must be on the 


ground most of the time to explain his 
peculiarities to the teacher. Such a mother 
is something of a nuisance. 

Lastly, there ts the mother who feels she 
has a mutual responsibility with the teacher 
and she comes to the school to talk over the 
welfare of the child. For a teacher finds out 
tnany characteristics of your child in the 
community life of the school which are never 


mense importance that the parents spend at 


least one-half a day in the classroom to find | 


out that their child is not the brightest one 


in the room. J 


_ Whatever the parents’ private opinion may 
‘be, the principal or teacher should never be 
criticised in the child’s presence. Serious 
«questions of discipline in our schools are 
directly traceable to this pernicious prac- 
tice on the part of parents. 

Parents have a mutual responsibility with 
the teacher in the matter of the health of the 
ehild. A child has at least a right to his 
birthright of good health. ‘“‘ That which does 
not benefit a child physically cannot beriefit 
him either mentally or morally.” 


Much is being learned today about fatigue 
‘and its evil effects.on child life... Some one 
has said that it were better for a'child to 
lose an arm or a leg than to become a victim 
of permanent fatigue. Do the parents and 
teachers realize the full significance of this 
to childhood? | 
_ The teachers may well ask the parents: 
“Are your children sent to school well 
nourished? (And this from well to do fam- 
ilies.) Have they had sufficient sleep the 
night before? Are they overworked before 
being sent to school? Are they nagged and 
frequently punished? ‘i 
Teachers cannot work and obtain good re- 


sults from illy nourished children’ already | 


fatigued on coming to school. 
the parents may well ask the teach- 
ers: Are the lesson periods short enough ?’’ 
“ Are there recreation periods between?’> 
“Do the more difficult recitations come at 
periods of greatest resistance—about 10 a.

The old rate 
was 18 cents on domestic and 15% cents on 
export shipments. The Chi Paul 
lines will adjust their rates ffom St Paul, 
Minneapolis, and Duluth to correspond, 

While an advance in grain and flour rates 
generally is made at the glose of navigation, 
it was not believed that the eastern lines 
would. put the rates on a higher level. this 
winter than they were during the summer, 08 
account of the active gulf competition. , 

Formerly the eastern roads had no compe. 
tition to meet during, the winter, and could 
charge whatever the traffic would bear, Dut 
now the gulf lines offer stronger competition 
in winter than the lake lines do during the 
summer. That they decided to make the 
advance in the rate despite the gulf compe- 
tition is taken as an indication that they 
propose to stop competing with the gulf 
roads for grain and flour business from Mis- 
souri river and Kansas. points and south- 
western territory and depend entirely upon 
the business from upper Missouri territory 
and the northwest...

Atlantic Seaboard Will Suffer.
